Lord Salisbury's tithe bill has lieeii 
productive of h good many inisundei- 
slJiiidings. .Some people have assumed 
that jiny legislation on tho subject ought 
to lessen tho amoun^.pf tithe; others, that 
the payment of tithe ouglit to bo trans- 
femid from the tenant to the landlord 
without any raising of the tenant's rent. 
As a matter of fact, tlio bill l,as i hrce im- 
porfnnt objects. Instead of tlie tanner 
paying titlie to the par.son, he is to pay 
it, ill elfect, tu the landlord, to whom the 
(larsoii will alone have to look. In otlie.- 
worda, the tenant wlio has hitherto paid 
£200 in rent and £20 in tithos, .vill hence- 
forth pay £'220 in rent, ' on the expira- 
tion of his existing agreonieiit it will, 
of cimrsc, be open for him to make 
a fri^sh bargain with his landlord. 
This will i)ractically be of some advaiiUigo 
to him, fur in a great many cases land j 
birds will no doubt allow hiui t<j go on at 
his original rent, even thinigh they I 
t lieiiiseives will now have to )iay ' 
the lithe. Then the bill pro- 
vides that tithe shall not be p.iyible 
in resjiect of uncultivated land, whereas 
under tho existing act tho fact that two 
years' arrears of the tithe have to bo paid 
often prevents fallow land from being 
again jilaced under cultivation. FiniUly, 
the bill .allows the redemption of lithe on 
favorable tcrni.s; and on the whole il will 
be beiielicial to all p.irties. 

Ministers calculated on getting through 
the Army and Navy estimates in three 
sittings, but it is doubtful whether that 
cut! now be dune. 

THE MILITARY MEN 

have decided to leave the ipiestion of 
military reform over until next session, 
but oilier inemberH less coinplai-sant mean 
to ])ivH3 their views on the house. 

'I'liere are no fewer than twenty-eight 
anieudments to the motion to go into 
committee of supply, and there are twen- 
ty-six motions to reduce votes. Among 
the latter is one by Mr. Bartley which 
will raise the question of paying income 
tax collectors by poundage instead of by 
salary. 

There is a storm brewing about the in- 
tended appointment of I'rince Louis of 
Batteuberg Ui tho command of the Dread- 
nought. One radical member nilcnds to 
move the rejection of the vote, and au- 
nt liei» declares th;it he will ]irovu conclu- 
sively that he is not an English subject, 
and that lui only entered the English 
navy for the purpose of (lualifying for the 
(iernian navy. It also apjiears tlitit a 
number <jf English uthcers have been 
passed over and that Prince Henry of 
Battenberg's brother has been aiijiointed 
over tlieir heads. Every year, fortunate- 
ly, makes the condition of the navy less a 
(juestion of party and more a ijuestiou of 
efficiency, but Englishmen do not like to 
hear of officers of their own nationality 
being pashed over for (iernians, even if 
they are eipially competent. The lirsi lord 
of the adiim .alty, no doubt, is in a ditlicult 
position, but the national feeling on this 
i|ue.sli()n is very plain and disLiiicl. Ac-

British interests as it was on the .Atlantic 
seaboard. It is understood the interview 
was mutually satisfactory. 

FEKDINANI) AND THE TREATV. 

Prince Fi'edei ick seems to have been 
most cordially received hy the Bulgarian 
people. One cannot but admire the self- 
confidence with which the young prince- 
ling rushes into a sovereignty which re- 
ijuires a cool head, consummate tact and 
natural eouragf. We had lieeii led to 
believe from ihc re|iort of his liist utter- 
uiicea at Sidin that lie had pioclaimed the 
political independence of tlie country and 
that he either assumed tlie throne with 
the full Consent of Knasia or liarl decid- 
ed upon ignoring the Herliii Treal}. The 
I'rince has, however, t.'ikeli advantage of 
tho lirst opportunity to belie any .such as- 
Humpticju antl has semi-othcially stated 
that lie has no intention of ouitnivening 
the provisions of tho treaty. Whether 
he will be allowed to hjiig occupy the 
throne vriU depend entirely upon the atti- 
tude of the (ireat Powers. 

PLUCKY WLN'NIPjsU. 

The disallowance tight in Winnipeg is 
fast assuming vast proportions. It is very 
evident that the local go\ornment, hav- 
ing liikcn u]i at t he out.'ii I an aL'grt'.ssive 
pLilicv, are detei niin.i-d t'i carry it through 
at any cost. Hritisli Columliia, so far as 
we can judge through tiie medium of tlie 
press, can only sym^m'; nze with the prair- 
ie province in the p.ucky stand which 
she has taken against ti great monopoly, 
which seems deteriiiinod to conserve its 
own .seltiah interests, even if it has ttt 
wreck eitiea and crush out of exi.'itenco 
everything and everybody alien to it. The 
ipiestion of disallowance is one which 
vitiilly atlects this province and we shall 
look forward t(j the outcome of the deter- 
mined action of the peipple of Wiiiiii]ieg 
with great interest. I'lioii their siici:ess 
tu a large e.vleni de|)enils ours, for if the 
policy of disallowanee cannot he carried 
out in .Manitoba, neither can it in British 
Columbia. \'iin Home, in his own .irro- 
gaiit wny, has stJited tliat lie is "going to 
show W iiiiiiiieg a trick or two." W'e aliidl 
he muc'li surprised if the lioot is not oii 
the otlnu- fool. Wi; commeml for the 
ccmsideral ii pli of our citizens the action of 
Wimiiiieg. The rights of \'ictoria are 
being trampled on, and redress can only 
be obtained in one way — by treating the 
Canadian Pacific Railway as a force an- 
goiiis'.ic to this fair city and by meeting 
lli.'it roiiipany on its own ground. Emu- 
late the courage and endurance displayed 
by Winnipeg, and let us see which of the 
contending forces will h.ilil out longest . 
Of that wo have no fear.

CQuiitry, he was a 
remorseless oppbivontb'f Bllothor religious. 
Tho Protestjints of Livonia and tho Oath- 
lica of Poland may well rejoice in his 
death, for in both cases he was a nnist 
merciless enemy. Although a tirm sup- 
porter of the aut-ocracy, he seems to have 
believed that some form of constitutioiuil 
goviE»rnment would bo tho Hiifil destiny of 
his nation. But this reform ho contoiid- 
od sliould bo brought about by the free 
will of royalty, and not by any form of 
popular agitiktion,

What wo par- 
ticularly object to in tlie imported no 
iiienclatuve is not its Kuroiieaii origin, or 
its hero worship (where the name is that 
of an actual hero) but its want of inoan 
iiig. Take all tho "now"placo8 that e.xist 
ill America in !<9 cases out of a 100 there 
is ni> point of resumblance whatever 
the places in Kiiropo or Asia after which 
they are named. .\nd then tho "villos" 
anU "dales" where none exist would till a 
good sized gazeteer. To all this is added 
till! work of post ollice departments which 
are disliguriiig the whole continent with 
an entirely new set of the most inaii>id 
names ailupted solely for the sake of con- 
venience the number of letters in the 
name being the most iuiportfti:! •■■ .;isidora- 
tioii. It is little woiiu', iiierelore, timt 
a reaciiuii has det in, and that puo^/lu like 
the Mail are asking for a return to primi- 
tive nomenclature.

THE ALASKA SEIZURES. 

l'r"f. (1. Frederick Wright has an ar- 
ticle in the New York ImUpi'iuUntiiHiih. 
iiist. on "The (.iovernment of .Alaska," in 
the course uf whicli he says: "Two trials 
occurred in the civil courts while we were 
at Sitka, which were of great iiileiest. * 
* * The other case was that of three 
ships which had been seized for unlaw- 
fully hunting seals on the territory leased 
to the .-Xhiska Commercial comi>auy. 
Two of these ships were sailing under the 
British flag and offered a good opportunity 
for us to make reprisals for the seizures 
that had recently been made in Canadian 
Wiitei'H. The .\lask.-i judge charged the 
jury that the conduct of these foreign ves- 
sels was in some respects worse than ]ur- 
acy, and their owners were heavily hnod 
and wore iinpriaoned. " It startles one to 
ace what power a single judge in fur oil' 
.Sitka may have in iiitornipting the friend- 
ly relations of great natioiia. Professor 
Wright thinks the claim over all the wat- 
ers in Behring sea, from Cape Prince of 
Wales to the island of Atter, ' rather ab- 
surd, "but it sets in relief similar absurdi- 
ties in tlie claims i>f (.'aimda." This view 
apparently is entertained hy the Wash- 
ington governnieut. The treaty of 1818 
coming again into force on the Atlantic 
coast, and interfering with the op- 
erations of .\merican tishernien, it 
Hitms to iiave been thought a 
clover jiolicy to pounce on British vesaels 
engaged in sealing in Behring's Hoa.sovoral 
miles from the mainland. W'hen protest 
was made to the United States govern- 
iiiont, a tardy exjilanation was forthcom- 
ing and a veiy unsatisfactory ono, the 
List iniblislied <lespatch of Secretary Bay- 
ard declining to Het forth the atlitudo of 
the government until ollicial reports of 
the seizure and trial al Sitka were re- 
ceived. The vessels captured last year, 
howover, were released without indem- 
nity, unljr to have the same offence re- 
peated this season liy an American reve- 
nue culler, a siillicient evidence that no 
iiistnictioiis have been issued from the 
state department to guide the conduct of 
these cutters. Secretary Bayard will hard- 
ly have the assurance, we imagine, to 
pretend that tho claims in respect to Beh- 
ring's sua run on all-fours with those in 
respect of the Atlantic coast fisheries. The 
right s of Ctiiiada ill the inshore liHliuries 
are secured hy treaty and have never lioeii 
impugned. The claims of tho Alaska Com- 
mercial couiiMtny hud complete refutniion 
in the position successfully taken by tho 
United States when the sovereignty of 
Russia extended over Alaska.

THE SWING BRIDOK. 

Full Duscriiitiun of What 11 la to bo-An 
Oruamental Structure. 

Yesterday a reporter of Tun Colonist 
culled upon Mr. J. Hunter, chief engineer 
of tho E. & N. Railway, with the object 
of learning from hiiu tlio plans of the 

new swing bridge which is to span Vic- 
toria harbor. Said lie: "The structure 
will bo an iron Pratt truss swing, and 
will have a clear water-way on each sido 
of tho pivot pier of 100 feet. Tho bridge 
ivill be supported on a centre or pivot 
pior, composed of iron cylinders tilled 
concrete, and will work on an iron turn- 
table. Tho end piora will also bo iron 
cylinders filled with concrete. Tho ap- 
proachea on either side are to be of sub- 
stantial pile trestle-work, tho piles and all 
tiinbur work to be coppered to two feet 
above high water mark. The full length 
of tho bridge will bo 220 foot over all 
and 13 foot wide, with a roadway suitable 
for trains or vehicles. On each sido of 
the roadway and outside tho trussos, will 
bo a tine foot walk, and the floor to bo on 
a level with .Store street. The swing will 
bo etl'ected by means of a cog-wheel and 
lever, operated by one or two men, or 
steam if required. 

"The contract for building tho bridge has 
boon let to Messrs. Hofiinau and Bates, 
of Portland, who area well known and re- 
sponsible linn, at the present time being 
engaged on extensive bridge work for tho 
N. 1'. K. K. The work will bo com- 
menced at once and complotod with quick 
dispatch." 

"When will tho erection of tho buildings 
at the foot of Cormorant street bo begiin'r' 
asked the reporter. 

"Well, that 1 cannot say, but 1 do nut 
think any time w ill be lost. The men 
tearing down the old .structures have al- 
most completed thoir part of tho work, 
and I do not tliink it will be very long 
now before tho Victorians will see the 
railway right in the city." 

li'roni what can be seen of the pl.aiis 
tho swing bridge will certainly be an 
ornament to the harbor and will last long 
after the prosont generation has jiassed 
away, remaining as a substantial monu- 
ment of the entoi'priso and grit of the 
Hon. Mr. Dunsinuir.
